‘There is one thiug beyond description annoying to an 
American traveller,—a_ perfect nuisance, when he first 
eéntera England, and ever while he is in the kingdom, 
for which tus previous habits of travelling at home have 
never edecated him, as is the case with the people of the 
continent ;—and that most annoying of all things is, that 
he never knows when his bills are paid, such is the uni- 
versal custom arnounting to alaw, of feeing every form 
and descryption of servants. I had beard much of this, 
—but I bad no idea of the extent to which it was carried, 
and the variously curious ways in which it manifests it- 
self. The truth is, England is divided into two great 
classes—tho big plunderers and the little plunderers, and 
various corps of rangers between,—and_the chief differ- 
@nce between the two is, that the big pluaderers legally 
pluader the little on a magnificentecale, and the little 

reveng themselves as well as they can on a 

scale, making up in ingenuity what they want in 

law. ‘The big planderers are the nobility or the aristoc- 
racy, and the little plunderers are their servants and the 
servants of others. Hence there is a constaut war a- 
mong them, and hence the great origin of parties in Een- 
gland,—the little p'uuderers having an immense majori- 
ty of dumbers which avails them nothing, as they cannot 
use it, and the great piunderers baving an immense ma- 
jority of the wealth with almost all the landed interests 
and the church at their disposal.—Bearing these facts in 
sind, an American when he lands upon the English coast, 
will move along very harmoniously. He must expect to 
endure al vexations unless he lays in a large 
stock of temper,—and_ if he is wise, he will attempt no 
reforms, but give in cheerfully to all the customs he 
finde.

| Post which is established here isa most admirable con- 
trivance for connecting together the parts of this great 
metropolis. For two pence, about four cents, I can 
send a note to an acquaintance six miles off,—and receive} 
an answer on the same day. ‘The offices of the Penny 
Post ate scattered all over the city,—and then there is 
a travelling man with hielener bag, who jingles bis bell 
junder almost every window—The accuracy with which 
business is doxé, in this miniature Post Office Establish-| 
ment; proves that itis under good regulation,—and I 
have been told that itis profitable, as it must be, when 
the notes of so many poople daily fan through it. 

The first dey was in London I delivered myself up 
to street reveries, going just where a fancy carried me, 
without caring much where it was,—and though I star- 
ted us soon as breakfast was over, night was ppon me 
before I dreamed of itaapproach. Much of the archi- 
tecture was novel, such asan American never sees at 
home,—the huge pile of Westminister for example—the 
Tower of London, the images about Tewple Bar, the 
lofty St. Pauls, the many antique charches in the middle 
of the most crowded sireets. ‘The equipages,the carriages, 
the rich liveries of servants, with their flashing caps and 
plumes, outriders, Sc. &c. were all new. Here werea 
tribe of them in deep black with cockades on,as signs of 
mourning,-~end there were othersin flaming red, and 
forcibly contrasting white. All looked like a grand _pa- 
rade day of the officers of an American militia. ‘Lhe 
Club Houses, magnificent structures, attracted my at- 
tentiqn. I gazed with surpriseupon the massive bridges 
of stone over the now smoked and dirty Thames. I fell 
upon St James’s Park,—and indeed I thought I was in a 
paradise. Here in the heart of acity is the rus in urbe, 
~-a charming Lake, artificial theugh it is—the most 
beautiful lawn T ever saw—walks as delightful as fancy 
can desire,—trees of magnificent folizye—a little-wil- 
derness even of wild bushes, aye all the fuscinations of 
country life, and this too, open to the public in the heart 
of a city ! You have but to wander ashort way from the 
turbulence of the Strand, or the bustle of Pall Mall, or 
Pell Mell, as they call it here,—and you are all alone, 
with the wild bids, chirping most merrily over your 
head, the lamb frisking about you, and the fizh with his 
jshining sidea in the lake at your feet. 

Betore I had seen prettier things, I fancied Boston 
Common to be the most charming place on earth cf this 
kind ; batJames’s Park is as much its superior in beauty, 
as cbat-ts the superiorofthecommon field. About it,there 
is a most delusive irregularity. Art has so managed, 38 
to conceal itself in Nature. ‘The trees have seemed to 
come up as they pleased. The bushes apparently have 
had their own way’ ‘The margin of the Lake is not as 
on Boston Commen of regularly laid stones, but of stones 
apparently tumbled in by aome chance or cther. In all 
these things the English so much excel us, that we have 
lessons of years to learn. ‘The Parks in and about Lon- 
don are many—some public, more private ; but all little 
Edens, wade admirably beautifelly by art, aad enjoyed 
the more as in such a wide-spread city. I wandered o- 
ver Hyde Park, by the house of the Duke of Wellington, 
over Green Park, ard by Regents Park, the largest in 
the city, much of which however, is private property.—- 
Wherever the English could reserve a green spot to be 
ornamented with walks and shaded by trees, much to 
their credit they have reserved it,—and_ this it is which 
has made the West End of London, the fashionable end, 
so charming a residence. Regent street seemed like a; 
street of palaces,—and many of the people in it, and a- 
bout it in the fashionable hour, such is the rush of carria- 
ges,—the display of pow.p, and tinsel—appeared as if, 
they had dropped froin some more dazzling sphere.—
